This was taught 
under the Old Teſtament Diſpenſation, 
K is brought in a more particular Man- 
ner to Light by the Goſpel : — And how- 
ever ſome, who are Enemies to the Doc- 
trine of Grace, inſiſt, that the Conſequen- 
ces of ſuch Doctrine is, that we may fin 
that Grace may abound; yet if we do the 
Apoſtle Juſtice, who wrote particularly

Tur Apoſtle Paul was ta one of 
the greateſt Men that ever appeared in the 
Caufe of Chriſt, though once a great Per- 
ſecutor; and it is the Opinion of Dr. 
Goodwin, that he fits neareſt to Jeſus 
Chriſt.— However that be, he wrote like 
a Scholar and a Chriſtian : He writes ju- 
diciouſly, taking Care to enlighten the 
| Underſtanding. as well as to, warm the 
Heart. This is very obſervable in all his Wri- 
ings, but PE in this Epiſtle to the

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Fphefrans,, which is his Maſter-piece, and 
(as Dr. Goodwin obſerves) becauſe it ſmells. 
of the Priſon.—And the great God ordered 
it ſos that Paul ſhould be able to write 
this Epiſtle as a Reward to the Epheſians ; . 
A Reward, not of Debt, but of Grace; 
that when they had burnt their Magic 
Books, God gave them the beſt Epiſtle . 
that was ever wrote, to inſtruct them in 
the great Doctrines of the everlaſting | 
Goſpel. —In the latter Part of this Epiſtle

are here to underſtand by the New 


Man. 


IlIdly, Shew, That we are to put it on; 
which I ſhall endeayour to enforce by 
ſeveral Motives.

I. LeT us explain what the Apoſtle 
' would have us to underitand by the New 


Man;

Man; and that ye put on the New Man: 
It is, my dear Hearers, a figurative Ex- 
preſſion, a Metaphor ; but under this Me- 
taphor, this Figure, there is ſomething 
real, ſomething of vaſt Importance in- 
tended. —I know very well when we talk 
of the new Birth, Regeneration, and inſiſt 
upon Chriſtians being made Partakers of a 
Divine Nature, we muſt either be counted 
Enthufiaſts, or Madmen ; or we are given 
to underſtand, that the Scholar deems 
theſe: and ſuch like Expreſſions as figura- 
tive, and that there is nothing real meant 
by theſe Expreſſions, but they are only 
ſymbolical But thoſe that content them- 
ſelves with a figurative Regeneration, will, 
bye and bye, run into a real Damnation. 
The Scriptures every where declare there 
is a New Birth, and it is here called a New 
Man, becauſe whoever is the Subject of 
this New Birth, there is a thorough and a 
total Alteration made in the whole Man: 
And when the Apoſtle bids us put off the 
Old Man, he means all belonging to the 
Old Man; and ſo putting on the New 
Man, means, that the Renovation muſt be 
as diffuſive as the Corruption was; that as 
we

we were once totally defiled, ſo we muſt 
now be totally renewed, or we can never 
enter into the Kingdom of God. It may 
be termed new, I ſuppoſe, on many Ac- 
counts—New, in Oppoſition to. the Old 
Man, mentioned before—Put off the Old 
Man, and put on the New Man; for, my 
Brethren, here is our Caſe : We have not 
only a new Houſe to build up, but we 
have an old Houſe to pull down.—This is 
called the New Man, in Oppoſition to the 
Old Man; and I think I cannot repreſent 
it better than by the Account given in 
Scripture, of E/au and Jacob's ſtruggling 
in the Womb of Rebecca. — She wanted 
Children, and when God gave her, Chil- 
dren, , ſhe felt them ſtruggling in her 
Womb; and ſhe cries, by am I thus? 
Even in this there is ſomething very ſigni- 
ficative - God told her there were two Na- 
tions ſtruggling in her Womb: So when a 
Soul begins to be awakened, there are two 
Principles ſtruggling in the Womb of that 
Perſon's Heart. Eau repreſents the Old 
Man, and Jacob the New Man; and as 
Jacob, the younger Brother, got the better 
of Eſau, ſo Grace ſhall get the better of 
: 3 | the 
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the old Adam, bye and bye.— But it may bs 
called a new Man, becauſe it is brought 
into the Soul by a new Principle—I am 


afraid a great many People ſay it is brought 


into the Soul by Baptiſm, and that they 


were Chriſtians when Infants of a Span 
long: and they would flatter themſelves 


their Names are written in Heaven, from 


ths Time their Names were written in the 
Pariſh Books. But L would as ſoon believe 
the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, as that 
of Baptiſmal Regeneration; or that becauſs

- When Jeſus 
roſe and left the Grave, it was that thou 
and I might take it up, wipe our Eyes, 
and cry no more. --- Here the new Crea- 
ture is but in Embrio; the Walls are to 
be taken down to be rebuilt for Glory and 
Immorzality.---Welcome then Death, and 
wait with Patience for that new Heaven, 
wherein dwelleth Righteouſneſs. --- Don't let 
us fear, however dark the Paſſage, how- 
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ever gloomy the Valley; when we come 
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to it, we hat find God will enlighten 
and cheer our Souls, and give us a ſafe 
Paſſage, though it may be attended with 
ſome Difficulty.· I believe ſome of you 
don't fear Death, -but are afraid of dying ; 
you don't fear getting to Canaan, but 
then you muſt ſwim through Jordan. 
But has our High Prieſt ſet his Feet in it, 
and will not you follow- him? Do you 
think Chriſt will only ſtand on the other 
Side, and ſay, Come hither? No; he'll 
go and fetch you over. --- As for God, bis 
Ways are perfect, and he will perfect the 
Work of his own Hands; he will do all 
his Pleaſure. --- However Satan may ſay, 
thou ſhalt be ruined, yet who art thou? 
My Zerubbabel ſhall overcome” them all. 
Look up to Chriſt, think of his loving 
Heart, hear what he has to ſay --- He 
will take the Lambs in his Boſom, and 
- gently lead them that are with young.--- 
Exerciſe Faith on the Son of God.--- Haſt 
thou been enabled to put on the New 
Man? --- Won't you then put up a Prayer 
for your dear Children, for your carnal 
Relations, for your unconverted Ser- 
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vants. Some of you perhaps may be 
laughed at by them; but when they 
laugh, do you pray. Let all that have 
Children in the Womb, or on the Breaſt, 
adopt the Prayer of holy Mrs. Monro:
